Gardening Notes f¢ Lae ae June. 


Continue cutting lawns regularly, but during dry spelis raise the height of the 
mower blades. If an established law. requires it, treat with fungicides or weed- 
killer. neal ef lawns will assist drainage. Stop chrysanthemums, water 
regularly, dress with ammoniu;n sulphate or nitro chalk, spray regularly to control 
leaf miner and suician. Spray sweet peas with systemic insecticides and pinch 
out side shoots and tendrils to encourage “flowering. Control aphids - this 
year is going to be a bad one for aphids ~ on house plants with derris or malathion, 
Disbud roses to ensure the production of large blooms. It is possible to 
propagate ca carnatiors and tc plant de Caen anemones for autumn or winter flowering. 
Tidy up early flowering annuais by cutting them off at soil level, and lift spring 
bulbs when their leaves start to yeilow.

"One make of pipe laid at Bar Hill has given us a certain amount of trouble, and 
the work we were doing at the rear cf 20 - 30 Gladeside was to repair a leak on 

one of these. Only come of the pipes have this fault and therefore we are carrying 
out repairs as soon as there are signs of a leak. We sincerely hepe that there 
will not be many more, if any, faults develcop and while regretting the inconveni- 
ence we are causing to the residents we hope they will bear with us." 


Once again, a plea to dog owners, ''Please try to prevent your dogs fouling the 
streets and play areas." 


The department of the Environment have assured the Perish Council that it is still 
their aim to puild the Bar Hill Fly-over as soon as possibile, once the Order 197 
raising the A on to the status of a Trunk oad is confirmed.
